Mr. Wright, the son of a mis- 
sionary to Iran, is an authority 
on U.S. Foreign Policy and offi-, 
cial spokesman for the U. S. 
Department of State. He dis- 
cussed the problems of South 
America at some length and 
also touched upon the problems 
of China, India, and Japan. 

Questions submitted by the 
audience were answered by a 
panel consisting of moderator 
Judge Robert S. Wahab, Jr., and 
panelists Dr. Andrew C. Tun- 
yogi, professor of Philosophy at 
the Norfrtk college of William 
and Mary; Dr. Samuel Levering, 
an outstanding Quaker business- 
man, recently returned from a 
meeting of the World Council 
of Churches at New Delhi; and 
Rev. Joim D. Keister, pastor of 
the Good Shepherd Lutheran 
Church. 

All of these men voiced a 



Christian concern about today's 
world and said everyone should 
work to find constructive ways 
of applying the love of God to 
all men. 

We live in one world econom- 
ically, they pointed out we in 
America , cannot have an island 
of prosperity in a sea of misery. 
The needs, of people must be 
met through democracy and 
freedom or they will be met by 
the demi-gods of Communism. 
It is very much to the interest 
of the United States that we 
find ways to meet the needs of 
the^^^eople in underdeveloped 
countites, they said. 

Some of the constructive ways 
of dealing with world problems 
brought out at the discussion 
are. 

1. Build a world of law 
through U.N. enforced by a 
world police force. 

2. Lower tariffs so that we 
can buy the products of poorer 
countries. 

3. Support the peace corps. 

4. Support the Alliance for 
Progress, the economic program 
of aid for South America.

Historic Homes 
ipen for Tour 
In Williamsburg 

WILLIAMSBURG — Historic 
Garden Week in Williamsburg, 
which has been set for April 24 
and 25, will feature six historic 
private homes plus two exhibi- 
tion buildings In the old capi- 
tal's restored area. 

Private residences to be 
opened to the public during the 
two-day tour Include the Ban- 
jamin-Waller House, the AUen- 
Byrd House and kitchen, Belle 
Farm, Bel-Mede, the President's 
House by day and the Norton- 
Cole House by candlelight only. 
The Governor's Palace and Ra- 
leigh Tavern also will be in- 
cluded to Garden Week visitors 
on a special combination ticket. 

The AUen-Byrd House, open 
both by day atti by candlelight, 
should prove of particular inter- 
est to Garden Week visitors. 
This will be the first time this 
imposing two-story home dating 
back to the early 18th century 
has been opened to the general 
p^bttc. It was recently refur- 
nished by Colonial Williamsburg 
for use as a guest house of the 
Williamsburg Inn. 

The Alien-By rd House was 
first owned by Colonel William 
Allen, a wealthy Surry County 
planter, and was purchased in 
1769 by William Byrd, III, of 
Westover. Byrd squandered his 
inheritance, however, and at the 
time of his death in 1777, the 
handsome home was being rent- 
ed by the Rev. John Bracken, 
who later purchased it. 

The home is distinguished by 
the fact that the second story 
filings are as high as th e first, 



a rare feature among colonial 



IWHues, and by th e b e lt cou r se 
in molded brick which contpli- 
ments the Flemish bond pattern. 
A wrought-iron balcony similar 
to that on the front of the Gov- 
ernor's Palace also decorates the 
building. 

Furnished from the extensive 
Colonial Williamsburg collec- 
tion, the interior will be of in- 
terest to antique enthusiasts. 
Exquisite 18th century Chinese 
wallpaper in the dining room Is 
Complemented by curtains of a 
deep burnt-orange. In the par- 
lor are two portraits which oace 
hung at Westover and later at 
Brandon. One is of Maria Taylor 
Byrd, the wife of Colonel Wil- 
liam Byrd, II; the other is of 
Colonel Byrd's daughter, Ann 
Byrd, at the age of nine. The 
downstairs also features a rare 
18th century secretary-book- 
case of unusually light ma- 
hogany. 

The Benjamin-Waller House, 
also open for the first time 
sihce its restoration, is a gra- 
cious two-story frame house on 
Francis Street, originally built 
around 1750 as a private resi- 
dence by Benjamin Waller, law 
teacher of George Wythe. It was 
also occupied by his great- 
grandson, WiUiam Waller, who 
married Elizabeth Tyler, daugh- 
ter of President John Tyler. It 
opens into a formal English 
garden, which was reconstructed 
from a sketch drawn by Eliza- 
beth Waller, Benjamin Waller's 
daughter. The home is presently 
occupied by Mr. & Mrs. George 
B. Eager. 

Belle Farm, located on Indian 
Springs Road, was originally 
built during the 18th century in 
Gloucester County by an ances- 
tor of the present owner, Mr. 
John Latane Lewis, Jr. This 
handsome house was rebuilt in 
Williamsburg in 1952 and con- 
tains some rare original wood- 
work and paneling. Of special 
interest are the arched hallway 
and the stairway built in three 
•sections. It contains many rare 
English antiques and fine old 
paintings. It is the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewis. 

Bel-Mede is another privately 
owned residence which was re- 
moved from its original site and 
rebuilt in Williamsburg. Lo- 
cated on Burns Lane, this dis- 
tinctive two-story 'brick and 
frame house is the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas E. Thome. 
It was orginally built in 1770 in 
Southampton County by Thom- 
as and Mary Pretlow. It is a 
frame houM with brick ends. 
Two bricks are marked with the 
date 1770 and the initials 
"TMP". Of special interest are

The handsome President's 
House, located on Richmond 
Road, has served as the home of 
every president of the College 
of William and Mary. It was 
buift in 1732-33 and first oc- 
cupied by the Rev. James Blair, 
who procured the college char- 
ter from King William & Queen 
Mary in 1693. The house was 
used as headquarters by Corn- 
wallis during the later stages 
of the Revolution, and after the 
Battle of Yorktown it was oc- 
cupied by French officers serv- 
ing under Lafayette and Roc- 
chambeau. It is currently oc- 
cupied by President and Mrs. 
Davis Y. PaschaU. 

The Norton-Cole House, on 
Duke of Gloucester Street, is 
unique in that is is both a re- 
constructed 18th, century and a 
restored 19th .century house. It 
is named for two early owners, 
John Hatley Norton, a colonial 
merchant, and Roscoe Cole, a 
noted "surgeon-dentist" whose 
patients included George Wash- 
ington. The house is furnished 
with unusually fine period 
pieces, porcelains and rugs. It 
is occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Carlisle H. Huraelsine.

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Traffic Light Approved and 
IMore IMay Be Needed 



The Virginia Beach City Council this week 
gave its approval for the installation of a 
traffic light at the corner of 25th street and 
Pacific avenue and we predict this is only 
the beginning. 

The prDblem of traffic and its control is 
almost a problem too big for man. The 
problems certainly increase faster than mc»t 
cities and communities can financially 
handle them, Virginia Beach and the beach 
area seems to be the rule rather than the 
exception in this pattern of modern day 
life. Ours is an exploding population almost 
unmatched anywhere in the Nation. 

An exploding population brings with it, 
of necessity, an incr^ing number of auto- 
mobiles and in many cases young drivers, 
who must be taught traffic safety. 

Just recently the State Highway Depart- 
ment installed two sets of traffic control 
lights on Laskin Road at and near the 
entrance to Birdneck Point. These were 
needed badly and there are other areas 
where traffic lights would, at least, make 
for better safety control. 



focused attention on the traffic condition at 
the intersection of Route 60 and Atlantic 
avenue at 83rd street. To our knowledge 
that same condition still exists and as we 
have pointed out previously some change 
in the traffic signalling and traffic signs at 
this intersection should be made. The best 
remedy to this North Virginia Beach prob- 
lem should lie with those experts in that 
field. However, we" again urge the State 
Highway Department to study this par- 
ticular spot and it may be that they are 
doing that at the moment. We believe 
strongly in some sort of change at this 
intersection because it is one of three 
entrancss to Virginia Beach and thus is 
traveled by many visitors to the area, wrho 
are certainly unaware of conditions at this 
intersection.

We believe the City of Virginia Beach 
took a logical step in the right direction 
Monday when City Council voted to seek 
jurisdiction of the Hampton Roads Sanita- 
tion District. Tliis, vve believe, is a wise step 
and is similar to action tak«i by the County 
of Princtess Anne some time ago. "" 

The Hampton Roads Sanitation District 
is asew^ge treatment and disposal com- 
mission that serves mudi of. the metropoli- 
tan area at the present time, including a 
part of Princess Anne Courrty. The City of 
Virginia Beach actually voted Monday to 
petition the Princess Anne Circuit Court to 
include Virginia Beach within the sanitation 
district's boundaries. The Bayside, Kemps- 
ville and iynnhaven magisterial districts of 
the county are presently under HRSD. The 
county also seeks the inclusion of the other 
three districts. 



It makes sense that the new City of Vir- 
ginia Beach should be within the bounds 
of the HRSD. We believe that this is one of 
many steps that should be taken on an 
area-wide basis which, to us, is the begin- 
riing of a "Metro" form of services. Another 
in this network of area-v^^ide services that 
appears to be rnaking progress is the water 
supply. Water was a great issue before 
the people of Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County voted to consolidate into a 
single city, but now common sense on this 
question seems to prevail. 

There are other areas that bear exploring 
for this great metropolitan territory but 
they will be explored in time. The inclusion 
of the new City of Virginia Beach in HRSD 
is a solid beginning to greater cooperation 
and effort among the varlcxjs communities 
of Tidewater.Virginia.

Principal Believes 
Junior High Age 
Is Most Difficult

KEMPSVILLE— "I believe our percentage of drop-outs would 
decrease if we had our junior high students separated from the 
high school level," Kempsville Junior High School Principal 
N. W. Morris said. 

"The junior high age is perhaps one of the most difficult 
ages children go through- They 



are between young adulthood 
and childhood and need a great 
deal of understanding. 

'Teaching this age is diffi- 
cult. They must not be treated 
as young children but tfiey 
are not quite ready for the 
college • type instruction in 
high schools. They need a lot 
of understanding." 
Morris has been dealing with 
young teen-agers for several 
years, having taken over the 
principalship of the junior high 
school in 1959 when it was sep- 
arated from the high school. 

During this time he has 
learned a great deal about this 
a^uul is sympathetic 4idth its 
problems. The secret in work- 
Tng with the studentsTlie" san 
is understanding, not only to- 
ward* the youngsters but also 
in encouraging the teachers who 
work closely with them. 

"At this age the student does 
not know what he wants. He is 
restless. And this naturally 
causes quite a few discipline 
problems. He is reisellious be- 
cause he does not want to be 
told what to do. But I think this 
is true of the age we live in, 
rather than the age of the child. 

Don't Demand 
t "No one ^nts to be told what 
to do. This is a Democracy 
where everyone has an opinion 
and has the opportunity to voice 
it. If we are going to instill this 
belief in our students then we, 
the principals, parents and 
teachers, must permit the child 
to be an individual and speak 
up. 

"When students leave school 
they will soon forget much of 
what we have taught them. They 
will retain the basics, of course, 
but will forget much of the de- 
tail. That's why it is so impor- 
tant to instill this Democratic 
belief in them so that they will 
never forget it and will carry it 
with them all through life." 

It is apparent that Morris is 
devoted to his work and enjoys 
this particular age level. He has 
had other principalships offered 
him but has declined in favor 
of staying where he is' most 
needed. He hopes always to stay 
in the junior high program, he 
said. 

Morris is a person who enjoys 
people and has a knack of get- 
ting along with them. The abili- 
ty has made his work far more

On nights when you've had a 
big meal midday, remember the 
merits of an omelet for supper, 
it's light and nourishing, is 
simple to prepare and can be 
varied endlessly to suit your 
family's taste. Serve it with a 
Spanish sauce if they like spicey 
things^ spread with jelly if they 
have sweet tastes, or country- 
style, with diced potatoes fold- 
ed inside, for heartier fare. 

Remember, too, the merits of 
hot tea as the mealtime bever- 
age. Tea is light and refreshing 
is an aid to digestion and has 
the happy faculty of leaving 
you relaxed and at ease. Be- 
cause of all this, coaches and 
trainers have long included tea 
in the menus served to ath- 
letes ... a tip that family meal 
planners should remember. Ex- 
perts insist though that tea must 
be properly brewed to extract 
its beneficial qualities and fine 
flavor. They recommend that 
you always use a teapot, wheth- 
er you're 'making the tea with 
teabags or loose tea; that the 
water be freshly drawn and 
brought to a full, rolling boil; 
that you use one teaspoonful of 
tea or one teabag for each cup 
being made and, last but not 
least, that you brew the tea for 
three to five minutes to let the 
leaves unfold and release their 
flavor and pickup qualities. 
Made this way, tea may well 
gain a permanent place on the 
family supper table. 

Going back to the subject of 
omlets, hese's a recipe for the 
hearty country - style omelet 
made with diced potatoes. Serve 
it with asparagus spears and the 
meal's complete.

Becoming our substitute. He 
was scoffed at by the soldiers 
of the meanest grade. The Ro- 
man soldiers were known for 
their inhuman brutality. God's 
chosen pet^rfe gave the Son of 
God into their hands. There He 
was, the Son of God wearing 
the crown of thorns with dignity, 
but in the human form, was suf- 
fering the pain of embedded 
thorns in His tender flesh. Not 
(Hily that, but the brutality of 
tiie soldiers striking Christ on 
the head. £ach time they drove 
the thorns d^per and thereby 
aggravating t^ sore wounds! 
Tenderness was forgotten on the 
King of Kings. 

This wasn't the end, the Sav- 
iour was ma<te a puppet for 
men to play t^ fool. They put 
on Him a scarlet robe and a 
reed in His hand for His scepter 
and then mocked the Son of 
the most High God. 



III. SEE HOW YOUR SAVIOUR 
LOVED YOU. 

In this pain He bore the im- 
measurable contempt in silence 
to the bitter end. Not once did 
Ife cry out against His tormen- 
tors, instead, for man He te- 
mained meek and gentle. No 
greater love can be found. Love 
that goes even unto those whom 
despitefully treated the Saviour 
of the world. Our minds goes 
back to the night before, being 
in agony in the Garden, He 
prays for strength. He also 
prayed if possible there might 
be some other way to accomp- 
lish Hs mission. So hard did He 
pray that the sweat was as great 
drops of blood. Love so great«- 
tbat be was willing to suffer that 
you and I may be free men from 
sin and live with Him in that 
Holy City. 

Look at the scourging— Eder- 
sheim states, "The scourge of 
leather thongs was loaded with 
lead, or armed with spikes and 
bones, which lacerated back, 
and chest, and face, till the vic- 
tim sometimes fell down before 
the judge a bleeding mass of 
torn flesh . . . Stripped of his 
dothes, his hands tied and back 
bent, tte victim would be bound 
to a folumn or Make in front 
of toe Praetorium". Then the 
cruel beating took place on the

MINIMUM CORN TILLAGE 
HOT SUBJECT 

Com producers are showing 
remarkable interest in a new 
way of producing com. Tlie 
new way is called Minimum 
Com Tillage, or Wheel-Track 
Planting. Last week two meet- 
ings weine'held at Princess Anne 
for our county producers, and 
sixty of our leading com men 
were present to find out it could 
be done. 

Raduction in Cost 

Minimum Corn Tillage means 
exactly what it says. In this 
method we eliminate as many 
different practices as possible 
and yet maintain equal yields 
with those we have obtained by 
producing com in the conven- 
tional manner. From $5 to $15 
can be saved per acre by this 
method. 

Und^r Minimum Com Tillage, 
the first thing that is done is to 
broadcast all of the fertilizer. 
If you wanted one recommenda- 
tion to cover a lot of situations, 
I would say about 1000 pounds 



the tractor wheels over it. Here 
is the wiy it looks: 

We separate the tractor 
wheels to 72 or 80 inches, de- 
pending upon wheUier you want 
36 or 40 inch com rows. We 
also separate the planter 
wheeb and nmnets to run di* 
rectly behind the tractor wheels. 
Therefore, we get the name of 
Wheel Track Planting, because 
we actuany plant the com in 
the compacted area «^re the 
wheel has packed the soil. By 
alternating the planting or 
straddling one of the planted 
rows, if is possible to plant on 
36 or 40 inch rows. It is essen- 
tial that the planting operation 
follow as clo^ly behind, even 
within hours, the plow as pos- 
sible. We need to plant before 
the soil moisture has escaped. 
This will allow for a softened 
area between the rows which 
retards weed growth, and also 
allows for a better water intake 
when we have a heavy rainfall. 
Chamical Waad Control 
The next operation and a^ 
close behind the planting as 
possible is Weed Control. When 
we talk about Minimum Com 
Tillage, this more precisely 
means no cultivlation; and to 
gro^w a crop of com without 
even 'once cultivation, means 
what we have to apply our weed 
control just as soon as possible,

as you could get. The second 
operation is plowing. The third 
is planting. The fourth is splay- 
ing for weed control; fifth, side- 
dressing with nitrogen; sixth, 
harvesting. 

Plowing 

Since the com is going to be 
planted on the plowed ground 
without any further disking or 
preparation of the soil, it is 
therefore extremely necessary 
that a good job of plowing be 
done. This means that all dead 
plant material or green cover 
crop be tumed under complete- 
ly. This can be done by putting 
small, inexpensive attachments 
on your plows. In addition, a 
better job of plowing can be 
had if you plow deeper. . 
Planting 

Planting is where we really 
begin to' talk crazy, and maybe 
it even looks more so when we 
actually get out and start to 
plant corn on land which has 
been plowed and not prepared. 
However, we are going to pre- 
pare the land where the com is 
to be planted simply by running

year is 2 lbs. of Atrazine in 20 
gallons of water per acre. This 
is a weetable powder, and there- 
fore we must use more water 
than we used to use with 2-4D. 
Atrazine will give a thorough 
and dependable job of weed 
control. It will control practical- 
ly all grasses and broad leaf 
weed, including cntb grass and 
morning glories. It also does a 
\ety affective job from planting 
time through harvest. Therefore, 
it is not necessary to cultivate. 
Sidadrotsing 
We must apply from 80 to 
100 lbs. and maybe even more 
in some few incidents of nitro- 
gen per acre, and this should be 
done in the regular manner, 
whether it be a dry material, a 
30% liquid, or a 27% liquid, 
regardless whether you hire it 
done, or do it yourself, ^en 
after applying the nitrogen, it 
is not necessary to cultivate, or 
to hill out the com as some of 
us refer to it. 

Harvasting 
Harvesting takes place in the 
usnal manner. By the time har- 
vesting comes around, the 
rough areas in-between the rows 
has been leveled by the many 
rainfalls of the season, and the 
land is in rather smooth condi- 
tion for harvesting, and it 
shouldn't be difficult to stay on 
top of the bouncing combine. 
The result is about the same 
yield or 'even a little bit more 
so. 

Rauiitt 
What we have actually done 
is to produce the same amount 
of com that we normally do. 
We will probably sell it at the 
same price we usually do, but 
we have made from 5, 10, 12 or 
15 dollars more net profit per 
acre, because we have not put 
as much work into it as we 
usually do. Even with this much 
savings, there are still other ad- 
vantages, because when we are 
not working on our com, it al- 
lows us free time to be engaged 
in some other operation. This, 
in itself, is a major advantage. 
Tha Future 
I believe that this method is 
going to take over in coming 
years. I think that this year 
many farmers should try it out 
to »e how it will work. I might 
repeat a statement which I have 
made before: I think that pro- 
gressive farmers should try to 
figure out with their own in- 
genuity how it will work, how 
it can be made to work on their 
own farm, rather than figuring 
out how it will hot work. The 
important thing is to try it out.

Ofm%t\\ to permit Virginia Beach to draw 
on the Seashore State Park as a source of 
badly needed sand for the beach here is, 
in our opinion, and good and logical 
decision.

Sutherland. He said, according to his state- 
m^it when it was announced that Virginia 



Beach would be permitted to tap the State 
Park sand supply source, that he was "firm- 
ly of the opinion that this action should not 
be construed as setting a precedent." 

It is good that this single step will not set 
a precendent for the park is a natural wcMid- 
erland of beauty and the sand has aided 
materially in bringin about this beauty. The 
withdrawal of sand from this small area 
should have little, or rw effect on the park, 
itself. 

The emergency created by the storm of 
March 7 and the dire need for sand re- 
plenishment here makes the State's deci- 
sion concerning the park a wise one. The 
area will benefit from that decision and 
no CMie should be hurt. It is a logical source 
at'this time and we commend Mr. Suther- 
land and his agency for making the 
decision.

PRINCESS ANNE — On Tuesday, April 24th, the Princess 
Anne County Tour of Historic Garden Weelc will open, for the 
time, homes and gardens which are a part of the charming rural 
community and Court town of Princess Anne. 

Here, under ancient oaks, court has been held since 1824. 
On this date, the courthouse 




gh Princess Anne 



was moved from Kempsville to 
a new site nearer the center of 
<h^ County called "Crossroads". 
The name was chan^d to Prin- 
cess Anne, but to most county 
people it is simply "the Court- 
house". 

When the court moved here 
there were many fine old homes 
at the crosso^ds and one of 
these was the Daniel Whitehurst 
house with the date '1773' 
etched on the chimney. It ijs 
now the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. W. Buffington. This house 
with its gambrel roof, lareg out 



gambrel roof houses were not 
counted as windows, but as sup- 
pprte for the roof. It is said that 
the early settlers were taxed by 
the number of windows in the 
house. Hence by building win- 
dows into the roof, tax on up- 
stairs windows was eliminated. 



KELLAM HOUSEv

house" is the home of Judge and 
Mrs. Richard B. Kellam and Mr.

All the hardware, doors, 
paneling and materials (there 
are four of them) are original.

to Mrs. Kellam's great grand* 
mother. Seven different kinds 
of wood have gone into its mak- 
ing.

the oldest house in this vi- 
cinity. A spacious hoase of 
Colonial design, surrounded 
by a colorful informal garden, 
now occupies the site. This is 
the home and garden of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Kellam. Only 
the garden will be open.

Near the Courthouse, on Hol- 
land Swamp Road, is "RoUing- 
wod" set on a knoll above wav- 
ing meadow grasses and bor- 
dered by split rail fences. The 
deep woods behind and on 
either side seem to hold the 
house with affectionate arms. 
This' is the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Maury Riganto.-- 

This "typical Tidewater" 
house with its gambrel roof is 
of frame construction, clap- 
board and cedar shakes all held 
in place with hand made nails. 
The house is set on heavy heart 
pine timbers that are eighteen 
inches square. All the windows 
and doon 'are set in with 
wooden pegs. The chimneys, 
like those of the Whitehurst 
house, are the early type that 
go up away from the house with 
wide deep throats. 

Entering, one passes through 
the original double doors which 
still bolt from within. As if that 
were not enough, one door still 
retains its small brass lock with 
the . crest of the King of Eng- 
land. The painstaking care and 
pride that went into building 
this house almost two centuries 
ago is evident in small elegant 
touches — doors with raised cut 
away panels, the dainty Adams 
mantel in the dining room and 
the delicately pleated mantel in 
the library, the small Queen 
Anne staircase and the Jeffer- 
sonian arch holding the wide 
(«nter hall. 

"Rollingwood", is furnished 
with many beautiful and un- 
usual antiques. The oldest piece 
of furniture in the house is the 
'walnut comer cupboard of the 
Jocobean period which was tak- 
en from an old fortress on the 
Rappahanock River. The ori- 
ginal lock still remains and it is 



amusing to find that it was put 
in upside down. 

Two furniture forms common 
in the Soath in the late 1700'$ 
and early 1800's were unknown 
in the North. These are the 
huntboard and sugar chest. 
They are country made pieces 
usually in native woods. The 
huntboard was a high sideboard 
from which the gentlemen in 
their pink coats were served. 
The sugar chests were made for 
keeping sugar — that valuable 
commodity — under lock and 
key. In the dining room are 
beautiful and rare examples of 
each. 

There is a highboy of tigar 
maple, a field bed (each piece 
carefully numbered), an ex- 
quisite Hepplewhite sofa, rare 
handkerchief corner tables, 
Queen Anne and Chippendale 
side chairs and many other in- 
teresting pieces. There is also a 
collection of guns which include 
a Uy gUD suitable for carrying 
in a lady's muff. 

The house was built on land 
that w|s part of the Thomas 
Lovett estate and probably by 
John Lovett; the son of 
Thomas. The date 1776 is 
etched on a brick in the north 
chimney. The present owners 
have added a drawing room, 
keeping raom and kitchen 
plus several upstairs bed- 
rooms to^ the rear of the 
house. 

The history of the churches of 
Princess Anne County, parallels 
the history of her Court towns. 
Prior to the American Revolu- 
tion the Church of England and 
the government were so close 
that the church and the court 
house were usually built side by 
side, and frequently the same 
gentlemen were vestrymen and 
court officers. 

Church going was not limited 
to the Established Church; dis- 
sentors were present in the 
county from the earliest times. 
All persons were require^ to at- 
tend church but the Act of Tol- 
eration by William and Mary 
permitted them to attend the 
church of their choosing. How- 
ever, the Church of England 
was supported by the tithing 
tax» which had to be paid by 
members of all faiths as weU as 



unbeliever. The Revolution 
ended this and in 1824 there 
was no church next door to the 
courthouse. 

Nimmo Church Featured 
A few miles from Princess 
Anne at a fork in the roads 
stands Nimmo Church, one of 
the oldest churches in continu- 
ous use in American Methodism. 
Of frame construction with 
white clapboards it is a simple 
but lovely Colonial Church with 
a slave balcony, walled and 
gated pews, and original pine 
floors. The land was deeded to 
the Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church by Anne 
Nimmo in 1791. It is believed 
that the church was built short- 
ly thereafter. 

Lunch will be served here. 




leaving the "Courthouse" & 
Nimmo Church the Princess 
Anne Tour would not be com- 
plete without a visit to the gar- 
dens of "Sea Breeze Farm" on 
the Lynnhaven River, the home 
of Miss Evelyn Collins Hill. 

This was the Glebe land of 
the Lynnhaven Parish Land de- 
voted to the maintenance of the 
minister of the Church of Eng- 



land. It is believed that prior to

The creative woman accepts 
the planning of Lenten meals as 
a challenge to her ability and 
ingenuity. She may^^ a young 
and inexperienced cook or an 
older woman with years of 
cooking to he rcredit, but re- 
gardless, she Ukes to use her 
imagination in preparing food.

Here, the principle require- 
ment is high protein content in 
order to supply nutritive needs 
and provide a feeling of satiS' 
faction as well.

A wise cook always has a few 
jars of different kinds of pickles 
in the cupboard to meet emer- 
gencies. She knows that pickles 
are necessary accompaniments 
to many foods; however, more 
and more in recent years pickles 
are being used as important in- 
gredients in many recipes. In 
addition to all their other quali- 
ties, pickles are economical.

DR. Newman had just risen from his 7:30 a.m. 
breakfast and was reaching for his little 
black bag when the telephone rang. 

"Doctor," said the worried caller, "my husband 
just had some kind of seizure. He looks like 
death, and he can hardly breathe. Can you come 
right away?" 

"I'll be there in 15 minutes, on my way to the 
hospital," said Dr. Newman, after asking a couple 
of quick questions. "Keep him still, and don't give 
him anything." 

Before the doctor got the front door open, the 
telephone shrilled again. 

"Doctor," said the worried caller, "Betsy is 
sick. She threw up her breakfast, and her tem- 
perature is over 100. Can you come right away?" 

"Give her a little warm milk to replace the lost 
breakfast," said Dr. Newman, after asking a 
couple of quick questions. "Then, about 10:30, 
wrap her up warmly and bring her down to my 
office, ril see her as soon as I get in from the 
hospital." 

Why did Dr. Newman visit one patient and not 
the other? Since that identical question is bothering 
a lot of people who've had recent experience of 
illness in the household, I thought I'd put it bluntly 
to the man best able to answer it. XVord for word, 
this is what Dr. Newman (for ethical reasons, he 
won't let me use his real name) told me: 

"From the first woman's answers to my ques- 
tions, I suspected that her husband had had a 
dangerous heart attack. As it turned out. he had. 
The other woman's answers told me that Betsy 
probably had m^hing worse than a mild upset. 



and indeed, when I saw her at the office later, 
she'd almost recovered." 

"You're saying, aren't you, that not all house 
calls are necessary, doctor?" 

"I'd rather put it a little differently," said Dr. 
Newman. "Most people who ask for house calls 
think they're doing the right thing. But whether 
they are or not is a matter of medical judgment. If 
a child's running a temperature, it's natural for his 
mother not to want to take him out if it's raining. 
And, to an adult with aching bones and a splitting 
head, lying down and waiting for the doctor is a 
much more attractive proposition than getting the 
car out and driving to the doctor's office. But here 
at my end, I happen to know that the trip will be 
harmless and that I can help both patients sooner 
and better at the office than I can at their homes 
later in the day." 

Suburban pattonts at a dfeadvaiitaga 

Many people, though, believe that the issue is 
simpler than physicians will admit. They think 
doctors dodge house calls. They think, moreover, 
that in the suburbs patients are at a special disad- 
vantage. City people, they say, are used to going to 
doctors' offices. They're plentiful and close at 
hand. Manhattan has a doctor to every 250 
inhabitants, San Francisco one to every 374. 
"Whereas." says a Nassau County, New York, 
resident with a touch of resentment, "we have one 
to 800. And I've read that in many small towns in 
the South and the Midwest, it's one to 1,200 or 
more. With us, its not just a matter of taking the 
elevator down to the ground floor of the apartment 



building where we live. The round trip to my 
doctor's office takes all of 30 minutes." 

Here are a few of the complaints I've heard in 
recent weeks: 

■ "When I told my doctor my son had a 
temperature of 104 degrees, he said: 'Give him a 
couple of aspirins and bring him in!" 

■ "The doctor just flatly told me he didn't 
make house calls. He said that if I got to his office 
by 5 o'clock he'd see me. But at 5 sharp, he said, 
the door would be locked. I did finally locate a 
doctor who agreed to come. And he did— at 10 
o'clock that night." 

■ "When I asked him to visit my wife, the 
doctor said: it sounds like flu. Tell her to stay in 
bed and take plenty of hot drinks. If she doesn't 
feel better tomorrow, run her dpwn here and we'll 
see if a shot will help.' " 

■ "I explained to the doctor's nurse that I was 
over 60 and didn't have a car. She said: 'AH I can 
suggest is that you call a cab.' " 

■ "My son gashed his knee badly on the garden 
swing. The doctor told me to drive him round to 
the hospital emergency room. '1 have an office full 
of patients,' he said, 'and your kitchen is no place 
for surgery anyway.' " 

It's only fair to report some contrasting com- 
plaints I've picked up from the doctors: 

An overworked pediatrician was called at three 
in the morning by a woman who said her 18- 
month-old son had swallowed a coffw-can key. 
"I was just rolling out of bed," he said wryly, 
"when I asked: 'What was he doing with a collet - 
can key at three a.m.T She ansvirered: 'Oh. he 
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In his office; the doctor has better equipment them he 
can carry in his bag to help a «ck child.

Again, a doctor ruefully tells of visiting a new 
patient and noticii^ «x bottles of medicine beside 
the bed. All had been prescribed by another local 
practitioner. The sick man said: "Sure, Dr. Jones 
was here just this afternoon. But I felt it might 
make sense to get amMher (pinion." 

"Two years ago," reports a Los Angeles physi- 
cian, "I answered an urgent call to a man who said 
he was in great pain. When I got out of my car at 
the address he gave me — in a quiet, and dark, 
reskiential street — I was knocked senseless. When 
I came to, I found my bag had been ransacked. 
Checking things over later, I realized thaA my 
agonized caller was a narcotics addict desperate 
for morphine." 

DrawtMwks 9t Imms« eaHs toilay 

From La JoUa: "I was once the fifth doctor to 
reqwnd to a call to a pregnant girl said to be dying. 
She'd fainted from the pressure of a gjrdle she was 
too vain to leave off. The neighbors were extra 
helpful in rounding up medical aid." 

A doctor in Newton, Massachusetts, recalls: 
"My father practiced the last 20 years of his life 
wearing a spinal brace. He was driving Iwme half 
asleep in the small hours when he smacked his car 
into a tree. A lifesaving journey? Oh, no. The 
patient had just had too much to drink." 
^^t Doctors themselves are sharply divided on the 
pros and cons of house caUs. Last summer, a 
headline-hitting debate on the topic was touched 



off by Dr. Mioebe Hudson, a pediatrician who has 
a suburtNin practice in Westwood, New Jersey. 

"House calb, for the most part, are as outdated 
as the horse and buggy," wrote Dr. Hudson in 
Medical Economics, a journal circulated to doctors 
only. "They're a leftover from the days when most 
people didn't have cars. Nowadays, they're just a 
bad habit that more physicians should break." 

Dr. Hiids<m backed up her opinion with these 
arguments: 

For one thing, she said, a house call is often a 
waste of the patient's money. In many cases, he 
still has to come in to the office later. If he'd come 
in the first place, he'd have saved money. 

Furthermore, house calls waste the doctor's 
time. "As long as patie nts come to me, I hum 
along on schedule," she no^. ••■

The clincher, in Dr. Hudson's view: House calls 
are medically unwise. "1 can do a much better job 
in my office," she wrote, "where I can use my 
laboratory facilities, take an X ray if necessary, 
and even call in my partner for a free consultatk>n." 

Was Dr. Hudson teeing off on patients— or, 
since she's a pediatrician, on parents? Not a bit of 
it. Her bolts were aimed at fellow physicians! 

"It's doctors," she charged, "not patients, who 
propagate the house-call tradition. Many M.D.S 
like to think of themselves as old-time practitioners 
— the type usually pictured stumbling through the 
»)ow to save a life. Any other image, they're 
afraid, will strike patiems as too cold, too efficient. 
What these doctors don't realize is that most 
patients are pretty well-adjusted to modem times. 
Ami most of them wouldn't expect house calls if 
their doctors took time to educate them instead of 
answering every summons with i'll be there.' " 

Support for the embattled baby doctor was soon 
forthcoming. A Westchester, New York, doctor 
told The New York Times: "In my office I can see 
four, maybe live, patients in an hour. A house call 
can take me an hour and a half. Does it make 
sense, unless there is some reason why the patient 
slwuldn't be moved?" And in the same newspaper 
on the same day, a physidan in Fairfield County, 
Connecticut, said he believed "75 per cent of 
iiouse calls could be treated, and probably better, 
in the office." 

Among the comments from other doctors : 

"I've cut down on house calls since I disoyvered 
that many of my house-call patients — even the 
elderly ones — ^were having no trouble getting to 
dinner, to church, or to visit their friends." — 
Dr. R. J. Lovett, Syracuse. N.Y. 

"When a parent gripes abcHit the trip, I use this 
argument: if 1 decided your child had to be 
hospitalized, you wouldn't question my ju^ment, 
would you? Why question it about a house call?' " 
—Dr. Edwin Matlin, Garden City, N.Y. 

"You take your car to the garage because that's 
where your mechanic has all his best facilities. 
Why not bring the patient where the doctor has all 
his best facilities?"— Dr. T. J. Albertowicz, 
Richland, Wash. 



Not that those agreeing with Dr. Hudson had it 
all their way. IMenty of doctors said die was off the 
beam. Dr. S. M. Papperman of Paramus, New 
Jersey, wrote to his local paper, the Bergen County 
Record: "1 have found that patients by and large 
are a pretty well-educated group and will ask for a 
house call when the patient is pretty darned sick 
and cannot go to the office easily." And another 
suburban doctor of long experience looked at it 
this way: "If you get a distraught mother on the 
wire and she thinks her child is terribly ill, eveji 
if you know he isn't, there's only one thing to do in 
my opinion — go." 

As the doctors went their busy ways, the battle 
raged on. Two of the more outspoken critics 
of Dr. Hudson's the?iis wrote: "if mnrp rtnrmrs 



jyould learn to use the ir fi ve senses instead "ot^ 
calling for laboratory tests and consultations, they 
could do a good job even above the din of the 
average household. What's more, a doctor can 
learn a great deal about the patient by observing 
him in his home." — Dr. Julius H. Manes, 
Bennington, Vt. 

"Let's face it. Personal comfort and financial 
gain are the only things that stop most doctors 
from making house calls. The excuse that you 
can't examine a patient properly in the home is a 
lot of malarkey."— Dr. Frederick M. Walsh, Long 
Beach, Calif. 

Dr. Spock's vi«w 

It was inevitable, perhaps, since the ruckus was 
triggered by a pediatrician, that the most famous 
baby doctor in the entire U.S. should be called in 
to umpire. A call went out to Cleveland Heights," 
Ohio, for the views of Dr. Benjamin Spock, author 
of the 1 3-mill ion-copy best seller Baby and Child 
Care. Said Dr. Spock, in part: 

"There are sound reasons for seeing children in 
the office. But in the world their mothers grew up 
in, it was considered the right of a sick person to 
stay in bed and be seen there by his doctor. And 
nk>thers certainly expect this right for their chil- 
dren, whose protectors they are. The time to 
discuss the house-call issue with a mother is not 
during what she thinks is a crisis, but in the course 
of one of her first routine visits to the office. An 
overwhelming majority of people will respond 
quite reasonably to reasonable explanations." 

As a suburbanite, a parent, and a patient, I'd 
say the good Dr. Spock had summed up the 
situation correctly — and not only for tykes but for 
teen-agers, young marrieds, and older patients, too. 
The doctor does know best, but, if he's a wise man, 
he'll choose the right time to blow the whistle on 
you for calling him out. 

When you get to the heart of the matter, that's 
what most family doctors actually do. Even Dr. 
Hudson, who admits: "Sure, I make some house 
calls. Croup, convulsions, and certain types of 
accident bring me on the double. Sometimes I go 
out just as a favor to a special patient." 

So for all the argument, house calls are still being 
made, even in the far reaches of the suburbs — but 
only on doctor's orders.

How to Open a Book- — and Why 




A great reader discusses bad reading habits and tells, with relish, what to do about them 



Editors' Note: We've got a surprise for Harry 
Golden. 

"Why don't Americans read?" he wants to 
know. Our answer is, "We do— in the suburbs." 
(In a recent survey, one third of the suburban 
families interviewed belonged to book dubs!) 

Here, for Natiorud Library Week, AprU 8-15, 
is a favorite author's tribute to books, and for us 
readers especicdly, it's good to hear him tell it. 

READING IS A jdY, but not an unalloyed joy. 
,» Books do not make life easier or more simple, 
but harder and more interesting. 

Reading is a partnership. like any partnership, 
you get as much out (tf it as you put into it. Some 
partnerships are profitable, some just dead horses. 
Unlike most partnerships, however, reading b not 
the sort of joint venture which must show pn^ts 
nor does it even have to chart its volume. One 
book a year is sufficient — provided it is the right 
book; and by the right book I mean a book the 
reader understands and assimilates. 

I woukl like to consider why we Americans, do 
not wish to enter into the partnership. The truth 
of the matter is, we do not read books. Take the 
case of Boris Pasternak's "Dr. ZJiivago," one of 
the most popular books of the last decade. In 
America it sold over half a million co|»es. Th<Ke 
sales were a foregone conclusion — and I mean no 
disrespect to either the publishers or to Boris Pas- 
ternak — because the book was a psychdogical 
break in the cold war, a novel which recreated the 
deterioration of moral life under the Soviet re- 
gime; and Khrushchev made a public-relations mis- 
take in condenming it. But once bought, a good 
portion of those half-million^ American copies of 
"Dr. ^ivago" simply decorated coffee tal^ un- 
til they were consigned to the shelves. 

It is true we puUish more books than ever be- 
fore, but this is not an encouraging sign, consi(kr- 



ing the books. Half are "self-help" books dedi- 
cated to teaching people how to feed a husband, 
set a table, [day bridge, or turn a neurosis into a 
profitable occupation, and another third are 
"nothing" books, memoirs of the personality or 
starlet who is "hot" at the moment. 

As Jimmy Durante would say, ^These are the 
conditions that |»evail," and I think it is worth- 
while to understand tl^m. 

There are. several reasons why we do not read, 
and chief amoi^ them is the fact that we are poor- 
}y educated. For too kmg we have been trying to 
educate our duldren on the duuity of underpaid 
teachers, and, as a consequence, our teachers are 
no better than they have to be. Teachers do not 
find time to deal with the worid of literature, only 
with the required reading list on the absurd daily- 
lesson plan. Even our colleges rarely produce bi- 
lingual graduates the way eveiy grammar school in 
Europe does. 

Another reason advanced for not reading is that 
we haven't time. Translated roughly, this prob- 
ably means that sdence has overcome us wi^ the 
affliction of gadgetry and the economy with iht 
affliction of compulsive buying, both of which do 
consume time and conspire to keep the better part 
of ourselves from influencing the poorer part. Not 
having time is a meaningless excuse since it is 
obvious that we prefer idleness to improvement. 

NEITHER the En^ish yeoman nor the Midwest- 
em picHieer had much time or schoding. 
Both, however, could quote chapter and verse 
from the Bible. Once every Jewish peddler knew 
every gloss in the Mishnah. But few Jews and few 
Christians today know their Book. If the Old and 
the New Testament were not read during services 
in synagogue and church, most people would have 
no idea of prophecy or revelation. 
Which, of course, reveals tte overpowering rea- 






son why we do not read: basically we are losing 
faith in the future and in ourselves. 

Please do xkA oMifuse my cynicism with my own 
love oi books and, I might add, my understanding 
of the aAe books have played in the pn^ress-ttf 
our civilizatioa and in our duly lives. 

Reading is the discipline which leads to self- 
thinking. What we absorb by reflection beccMoes 
part and parcel of our mental processes. Our his- 
tory has shown that the bookish men have given 
us the best gowmment, beginning with Benjamin 
Franklin and Thomas JefIers(Mi, who.were two of 
the most widely read men In the English-speaking 
world of their day, or of any day for that matter. 

I was fortunate to have acquired the habit of read- 
ing when still a very little boy. And once ymi 
acquire this habit you be^n to absorb words the 
way a sponge takes water, and the results are just 
as refreshing. 

To acqiure some (rf the culture of our civiliza- 
tion we must read the Bible above any other book; 
aikl a few of Shakespeare's plays — ^^Hamlet," "The 
Merchant of Venice," "Macbeth," "A Midsummer 
Night's Dream"; "Don Quixote" by Cervantes; 
Plutarch's "Lives"; and Hugo's "Les Miserables.' 

I agree that jf you are a student you should 
have some knowledge t^ Gibb(m's "Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire," Lecky's "History of 
European Morals," and Hume's "History ol Eng- 
land," but do not let the «iobs frighten you. Just 
dip into the footnotes of these books or, better 
still, get a copy of Henry Thomas Buckle's "His- 
tory of Civilization in England," which I consider 
of particular value. 

Keep Emerson's "Miscdlanies" at your side, 
and Cari Sandburg's one-vofamie **UiKCti." Then 
there are a few novels and other wwks. But bui^ 
your own inventory, too. Once you've formcw 
the partnership, y(Hi can never a^un be poor.

Well, if it has reached 
the point where you are 
underbidding to compen- 
sate for his overbtddii^, 
where you ^ake with 
fright at the thought oi 
leading . from an honor, 
where you keep your iKad 
buried in your cards be- 
cause, if y<Mi took up, you 
just know hell be glaring 
at you, then it*s pretty sure 
that you and your husband 
are no longer playing as 
partners in your regular 
bridge games. 

It is our firm belief that 
bridge is a partnership 
game, and we idso believe 
that husbands and wives 
can and should f^y htidgt 
togetlttr. There! 

So first and foremost, 
there must be a fresh out- 
look, a new attitude toward 
bridge. You can't treat it 
like a game of gin rummy 



or poker. In these games 
you're on your own, every 
man for himself, whereas 
in bikl^ everything is a 
question of teamwork, of 
cooperation with your 
partner in all phases of the 
game. Forget the past. 
Start fresh as equals. And'^ 
let neither man nor wife 
pull rank at the bridge 
uUe. 

Some hard cases may 
scoff at these ideas, saying 
(or anyway thinking) it's 
all a beautiful dream and 
that marital Miss and suc- 
cess can't go this far. But 
in our worid of tournament 
bric^, we know there are 
many outstanding hus- 
band-and-wife pairs that 
rank with the best and 
have had remariuMe tour- 
nament aiccess. 

OUR OWN Roth-&mw 
partnership devel- 
oped over a perkid of 20 
years. Our system werit 
through numerous changes 
before it reached the stage 
where it covered all our 
present bidding cmiwn- 
tions and partnership un- 
derstanding. Naturally, a 
huslnnd and wife cannot 
expect to learn overnight 



all the facets of the complex 
game of bridge, but the de- 
velopment of their own 
partnership throu^ trial 
and error can create a new 
field of interest. Therell 
be no room for boredom. 



To MOST, bf^ b liice 
a new language. When 
people converse in diflfer- 
ent tongues, misunder- 
standings arise, and the 
same goes for bridge. This 
new language is one of 
i^reement When you and 
your partner achieve this 
understanding, all bids and 
plays will be self-ex|4ana- 
tory, regardless of inflec- 
tion or demeanor at the 
table. No longer will it be 
necessary to whisper or 
shout your bids, depending 
on the weakness or strength 
ai your hands. In fact, to 
quote the Proprieties and 
Laws of Contract Bridge, 
they say, in part: 

"A (riayer should refrain 
from calling with special 
emphasis, inflection or in- 
tonation or passing or 
douMing with exceptional 
haste or reluctance."

appropnate to give you too 
many rules and conven- 
tions. Our feeling is that 
confidence in your partner 
is the backbone of the 
game, so well sug^st only 
a few principles in which 
we strongly believe, to help 
you and your mate along 
the road to bridge success: 
1. Sound opening bids. 
On The basis (tf A=4 
points, K=3, 0=2, J=l, 
opening bids of one in a 
suit should include at least 
14 points, of which there 
must be a minimum of 1 1 
in high cards. (In other 
words, never count more 
than three points for distri- 
bution — singletons, voids, 
etc.) Any hand that does 
not include a minimum of 
either one ace or two 
kings should not be op- 
ened. The discerning read- 
er will sense that we are 
stmsing the value of aces 
and kings and playing 
down queeris and jacks.

guarantees five cards or more in the suit bid. One 
of the main goals in bridge is reaching good major- 
suit game contracts, and for these contracts to be 
sound and playable at least eight cards in the suit 
should be held by you and fKirtner. An immedi- 
ate awareness of a proper trump suit is importarrt. 
The responder to the opening one-heart or one- 
spade bidder now has an advantage. He can han- 
dle even weak hands with greater confidence. Play- 
ers — even experienced ones — ^who open four-card 
majors have their problems. The responder always 
has doubts during the auction as to his proper bid 
— whether to raise his partner at some point, bid 
no trump or a new suit. The more doubts that 
can be eliminated, the more confidence you will 
acquire in your playing. 

If, then, a hand qualifies for an opening bid of 

one in a suit but contains nojrnajor suit of five 

^ards or longer, it mu st bj^genedm a mi nor suH 

— if necessary, o three-card . minor, preferably 

headed by an honor. 

3. Lower-suit Response at Two-Level to Part- 
ner's Opening Bid. For example: 
Partner You Partner You Partner You

For this two-level response you should have a 
minimum of 10 points in high cards. This is prob- 
ably very similar to what you have been playing. 



Where we differ is in our second and perhaps 
more important requi^ment: The two-over-one 
responder, whether a fmssed hand or not, guaran- 
tees that he will bid again (unless opener bids 
game or slam directly). Here again we feel the 
strength of this rule lies in the confidence it in- 
spires. No longer does the opening bidder have to 
make unnatural and unwarranted jumps and forc- 
ing bids in fear that partner may pass in the middle 
of the auction. 

4. Overcalls. We advocate sound overcalls, 
based on: (a) the equivalent of opening bids; 
(b) five-card or longer suits. (These requirements 
should be increased or reduced slightly depending 
on the vulnerability and the level of bidding. How- 
ever, at all times the overcall must be made with 
a game in mind, and it must be able to stand an 
invitational response by partner.) (c) Overcall an 
opposing suit bid with one no trump when you 
have the equivalent of an opening one no-trump

high-card points in a balanced hand, i.e., a hand 
distributed 4-3-3-3 or 4-4-3-2 or 5-3-3-2 with 
stoppers in at least three suits. 

As additional help, we'd like to pass along these 
tips to help communications: 

Plan your second bid before you make your 
first bid. The opening bid is generally the easi- 
est; tfie rebid may present problems. If you choose 
wisely at the start, partner's responses should 



leave you with a convenient rebid. Try to antici- 
pate partner's likely response and decide on your 
first bid accordingly. 

Don't lie about your point-count. 

Too many bids spoil the broth. 

Don't be slam-hap|^. The majority of bridge 
players, and specifically husbands, get their great- 
est thrill from bidding and making a slam, espe- 
cially a grand slam. Indeed, the temptation is so 
great that far too many slams are bid. 

p|ON'T .E a d«U..r hog. Good partnership^ 
JL/ seek the best contract, regardless of who 
plays the hand. 

Part-scores are important. When the expon- 
ents have a partial, players go to great lengths to 
prevent the conversion of that part-score into a 
game. It is far more intelligent to compete against 
the establishment of that part-score, i>., not to let 
the enemy make two clubs or the like simply be- 
_ca4^ *^y're flot bidding game, and yog (bn't 
— wanfrHo^ta k e t h e s light est risk wth^a W dfTwb 
spades, or whatever." By competing properly your 
side will often buy the hand and make the part- 
score for yourselves, or perhaps drive the oppon- 
ents overboard.

Our "Daughter" 

The Averys of Glen Ellyn, 

Illinois, are finding that an 

exchange student makes a 

delightful addition to the family

X fle gift (A mine is just to remind you of me in the near 
future. Your additional member of the family, Sharaf R." 

The card that accompanied the delicate oriental fan 
was written by the 1 8-year-old Pakistani "daughter" of the 
William Averys of Glen Ellyn, Illinois, a member of the 
family they are not likely to forget. 

When she came from Karachi to Glenbard High School 
at the start of this school year, Sharaf Rahman, her lumi- 
nous dark eyes set deep in a lovely oval face, brought with 
her the mystery of a far-off land. What she takes back 
home next summer will be influenced largely by the warmth 
and understanding of the Averys, with whom she lives as 
an American Field Service-sponsored student. 

The story of how Sharaf came to stay with the Averys 
dates back to March, 1961, when Mary Madge Avery, 
called Midge, came home from school with the news that 
families who wanted a foreign student for the following 
year could register within the week with the local AFS 
chapter. 

That night the Averys decided to apply. Soon after, a 
home-finding committee called on the family. They inter- 
viewed Mr. Avery, a trade-journal editor; Mrs. Avery, a 
part-time teacher; Bill, ix., a sophomore at nearby Elm- 
hurst College; and Midge, 16, a junior at Glenbard. 

A warm, closely knit group greeted the investigators who 
watched for <xrtain signs: Was the Averys' teen-age daugh- 
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from Pakistan 



ter shy or socially unsuccessful? Was this request for a 
foreign student a bid for help in that direction? Was family 
prestige a factor? What did the Averys read? Was bigotry 
or prejudice apparent anywhere? The complete dossier went 
on to AFS headquarters in New York, and in June the 
Averys learned they could have a student. 

Through the Ktwanis, the Junior Woman's Club, and 
the Jaycees, the community raised $650. This fixed cost 
for every community goes into the general AFS scholar^ip 
fund. Some foreign families pay the entire expense; others 
give what they can. The total includes medical bills and 
(Abet small expenses. 

Sharaf arrived in Glen Ellyn before the start of school, 
arid the Averys settled her in a comfortable room on the 
first floor of tteir small brown house. 

Third eldest in a family of four girls and four boys, 
Sharaf is the daughter of a Karachi judge aiKl plans to be 
a lawyer. She lives in a household rim by five seivants, 
one of whom works solely for her father. There is, of 
course, an ayah, the children's nurse, now quite elderly 
but retained f(»ever as part of the family. At 33, Mrs. 
Rahman has a 20-year-old son. 

THE averys' entire staff consists of a cleaning woman 
who comes every two weeks. Would this present a 
proMem? It was made clear to the interviewers that Sharaf 
would be expected to do her share of the chores. She 
makes her bed and helps with the dishes. When Mrs. 
Avery brings home an armload of groceries, Sharaf is there 
as tifien as Midge to give her a hand. The sight of the 
Cleaning woman driving up in her own car, though, still 
staggers the visitor a little. 

What normally is regarcfed as discipline Mrs. Avery pre- 
fers to call suggestion. As she put it, "We would use real 
discipline only if the child were in danger of hurting her- 
self. So far we have needed none. We only suggest what is 
^ the custom here or what is a good rule to follow. For itme 
tHTng — that she go to bed at a reasonable hour. At first 
Sharaf would stay up far into the night, writing letters or

watching TV. We suggested she go to bed, and 
there was no rebellion." 



No rebellion, perhaps, because in Karachi the 
parents are in complete authority. Sharaf says, 
"At home I am a college sophomore. We finish 
high school there at 14 or IS. It will take me five 
years more to become a lawyer." 

In Glen EUyn Sharaf has been allowed to date 
in a limited way. She has gone to school dances, 
douUe-dating with Midge and driving to school 
with a lad known to be a careful diiver. 

At home, of course, Sharaf never has had a 
date. "When a boy sees a girl out in society some- 
where he tells his parents, 1 want to marry that 
giii.' The boy's parents approach the girl's parents 
ami submit his qualifications, details of his work, 
and his activities. Even though the girt never 
meets the boy before the wedding, there are very 
few divorces in Pakistan." 

MRS. AVERY SAYS, "Conceivably, foreign stu- 
dents could be spoiled here. Because the 
students don't know what things cost, here, they 
are not always properly appreciative. In Pakistan, 
for example, a rose costs a penny. When Sharaf 
spoke to a Brownie troop here, the little giris gave 
her a small bouquet. Sharaf didn't realize the cost 
of it until it was explained to her. " 

When Mr. Avery is away on business, Sharaf is 
noticeably subdued. This they attribute to the fact 
that in Pakistan the strong position of the father 
provides a sense of security when he is at home. 

Sundays the Averys, who are Unitarians, take 
Sharaf to visit the different churches in the com- 
munity. There is no mosque in Glen Ellyn, but 
they took her to Chicago, where there is a Muslim 
congregation. 

The rewards of this year will be many for all 
the participants. Sharaf says, "I am learning so 
many things — how the United States government 
works, how you teach in your schools, how the 
country looks. Most wonderful of all, though, is 
the close contact with the family." 

As for the Averys, they have learned to eat 
curry and pilaf and kabobs. They don't have pork 
or shellfish often because Sharaf may not eat it. 
"This experience will change our entire point of 
view," says the head of the house, who dotes on 
his new daughter. "We wiO be different after this 
year. We'll never be insular again."

THE DAY LILY 

Blooming anywhere, late and early, 
it fills the awkward spots with beauty 



BY JOHN BRIMER 



THE DAY LILY is HemerocalUs to botanists and a true 
friend to gardeners. It is easy to grow, remaiicaUy free 
from pests and diseases, adaptable to almost every clhnate, 
and lovely to look at. It has great color range, beauty of 
form, and an astonishingly long blooming season. Its habit 
is to {Mtxluce fran five to 35 or more buds on a stem, with 
one or two opening each morning and lasting through the 
day, so the blooming goes on for weeks. Choosing eariy and 
late varieties, you can have day lilies in bloom from May 
(April in warm climates) until eariy autumn. Heights vary 
from a bit over a foot to over- 
five feet, with blossoms in many 
forms and sizes that range from 
two inches to over 10 across. 
Some are delightfully fragrant. 

Crossbreeding has extended 
thebkxxning period as well as 
introducmg a greater range of 
colors and types. We now have 
a choice fn»n deepest golden 
yellow to palest creamy lemon: 
li^t apricot or melon hues to 
deep orange; rich glowing reds 
to pastel coral-pink; purple that 
is nearly Mack, through red- 
videts to pale orchid pink; and 
even buff and brown. The new- 
est hybrids may sell for $5 
or $25, if stock is scarce, but 
dq)endable and beautiful older 
varieties may be bought for a 
dollar or less. 

Of late years, an increasing number oi day lilies have been 
offered which might better be called "night lilies,'* since they 
open late in the day and last into the evening. They are 
excellent for {^anting beside a terrace which is used in late 
afternoon and evening and also for cut flowers for evening 
parties. Some — for warm climates — are evergreen. 

Although day lilies do best in sun or light shade, some 
flowers will be produced even in heavy shade. If the soil is 
excessively sandy or all clay, it should be dug out and 
replaced. In all cases, dig a hole a foot deep and 18 inches 




wicte, filling around the root with a mixture of V3 peat moss 
to % good garden soil, adding a generous pint oi dried cow 
manure or a couple of handfuls of commercial plant food 
to the mixture. Place the root so that the junction of brown 
root and greenish leaf base is one to two inches below i^oil 
levd, with clumps spiu:ed 18 inches to three feet apart. 

Water well after planting and thereafter as needed— often 
in dry climates, but in moist ones only during droughts. 
From the time the first buds open till blooming is ended, 
water generously once a week in all regions to produce vig- 
^ orous plants and targe Uooms. 

Feed, too, just before bloom 
time and again just about at the 
end, scratching in a handful or 
two of commercial plant food 
around plants and watering it 
in. If a sprinkler is used, flow- 
ers may water spot. Therefore, 
a soaker or late-day watering 
is a better method. 

Day lilies may be planted at 
any time from spring onward 
until about a month before the 
soil freezes, so you can buy 
them and pop them in at any 
time, then wait for results next 
season. First-year plantings will 
produce only one to three 
stems, each with five to more 
than a dozen buds according to 
variety, but as the roots in- 
crease each year you'll have 
more stems, more and larger flowers of proper, mature size. 
Time ^f bloom varies with the climate, of cmirse; those 
which bloom in Texas in May will delay flowering a month 
or more in the northern tier of states. 

Because oi their vigor and beauty, day lilies are a godsend 
for awkward spots like turnarounds and roadsides that are 
usually hard to plant. 

We recommend them without reservation as all-season 
flowers with a more than satisfactory record everywhere in 
the United States.

Better Ways 

Lighting the landscape is more fun than ever—and 



THIS SUMMER, more than ever before, you'll be able to 
enjoy your terrace and garden round the clock. By 
borrowing some of the techniques used to light and beautify 
public parks, Ughtuig en^neers have now also achieve re- 
markable results in private exterior decoration by night. 

Whether these new lighting plans are adaj^ed to your own 
back lawn or to the SO acres of a public park, thty are 
providing more widespread and dramatic effects than any- 
thing we have had up to now. For instance: 

Few of the hundreds of visitors strolling through Queen 
—Victoria Park in Niagara Falls, Ontario, last June 21 had 
ever seen the tind of beauty that suddenly enveloped them 
when the big electric switch was thrown. They had been 
walking in darkness relieved only by a few stars, the old 
post lamps along the walks, and the glow of the powerful 
floodlights (laying on the falls in the distance. Then invisible 
lights flickered on and gradually increased in intensity, and 
in a moment the visitors found themselves in what appeared 
to be brightest moonlight. They could see other people 
walking far off. The towering trees became a luminous, soft- 
green canopy abow them. Flowers were clothed in their 
own QxAon. llie water of a quiet pond turned imo a dark 
mirror sparkling with images of the surrounding folii^e^ 



The mile-long scene was a breath-taking example oX. what 
Ught, artistically used, can do to make our landscape as beau- 
tiful and usaUe at night as in the day. An increasing number 
of comparable small-scale examples can be found in gardens 
throughout North America. 

In Connecticut, a cousin of mine illuminates a granite cliff 
behind his house with four small floodamps. On a dry spring 
night, the rock is a great grey bulwark spotted with a few 
flowers'ahd evergreens. In an autumn rain, it glistens dark 
and phosphorescent where the lichens creep. In winter, the 
snow forms patterns in its Assures and along its craggy crown. 

In an Ohio garden an old apple tree bathed in soft light 
casts moving shadows on the lawn. The iris outside a 
Washington house gleam yellow and violet under the 
low, hooded light set behind them. A California flower 
border glows bright around the edges of an indistinct lawn, 
while near the terrace a small fountain sends streams of 
sparkling water toward the dark sky. 

LIGHTING THE LANDSCAPE is an old idea which has begun 
i to catch on again in the past few years. No census of 
lighted gardens has been taken, but activity within the elec- 
trical industry reflects the growing public interest. For in- 
stance, in 1952 there were only five companks which made 
garden-lighting equipment; now there are dozens. One of the 
larger equipment manufacturers reports that its sales of fix- 
tures for decorative lighting have risen more than 300 per- 
cent in the past thrra years, and it anticipates an even greater 
increase in the three years ahead. In many parts of the 
country, utilities have set up programs to help their cus- 
toniers plan landscape -illumination 'systems. 

Why are these thuigs happening? 

One obvious aiBwetis the popdarity d modem architec- 
ture, with its installation of picture windows and glass walls 
for indoor-outdoor living.

light and medium-bright bulbs — 150 watts and under. 



at night, these are black, ugly mirrors, but when the yard 
beyond is lighted, the glass resumes iu daytime transparency. 

Another reason is that even the relatively subdued light 
used in illuminating the landscape makes for greater safety. 
To city officials, lighting which brings out the beauty of 
trees, shrubs, flowers, and pools means increased public use 
of parks and greater park revenues. It can also reduce crime. 

Suburban business concerns find that landscaped and 
illuminated grounds not only catch the public eye, but also 
meld the large buildings into the surrounding scene and 
"help mollify homeowners who object to their presence. 



Finally, lighting the landscape is fun for everyone who 
tries it. There are few happier or easier ways to give vent to 
the creative urge than to shine a light into a dark tree or on 
an invisible clump of flowers and see what happens. 

The man who is one of today's most far-ranging and stim- 
ulating landscape illumination practitioners is a tall, bespec- 
tacled Texan named John Watson. He designed the Queen 
Victoria Park lighting and the equally spectacular lighting 
for a Dallas historical amusement park. He has also lighted 
the gardens~of homes and commercial buildings in various 
parts of the continent. To see any one of these — and several 
millions of people did last year — is to be inspired to dupli- 
cate it in a small way yourself. 

WALKING THROUGH Qucen Victoria Park on a summer 
night, for instance, you are exhilarated yet relaxed — in 
another world. Even in winter, the park is magnificent. You 
are mesmerized by the trees, coated in glistening snow and 
ice and shrouded fitfully by the bright, billowing fog. It is as 
if you were suddenly transferred to the center of a giant 
Wagnerian opera set. 

Watson's home-garden scenes have a similar, but less 
overpowering, effect on the visitor. His usual practice is to 
fill a garden with cool, bright artificial moonlight that picks 
out interesting tree trunks, silhouettes others, and creates a 
network of shadows. Then he injects a few dramatic accents. 
He spotlights a small statue from two or three sides, or 
places an oriental pagoda lantern in a prominent position 
and fits it with a low-wattage light that looks like a flicker- 
ing flame. In mie recently lighted garden he hung hundreds 
of "fireflies" in the trees. 

The first thing Watson does with prospective clients is to 
invite them to his own home in Dallas. There, in the 50-by- 
SO-foot back yard which he has turned into a Japanese 
garden, he has installed more than 100 lights, four miles of 
wiring. Sitting at a switchboard which resembles a church- 
organ console, he demonstrates the difference between ordi- 
nary flat floodlighting and what he calls "planned aesthetic 
illumination." He turns the lights up high for games, down 
low for conversation; switches to red for theatrical effects 
and to apricot to enhance complexions. He can light the 
entire garden or any feature oi it. 

Later, when a prospect becomes a customer, Watson 
makes a detailed study of the landscape to be lighted. The 
plan he then draws on paper is so carefully worked out that 
the lights can be installed entirely in the daytime. Only a few 
minor adjustments need be made after dark. His installa-

Redwood City educators 
for teaching reading. Their 
reasoning was that if the 
eiectronk; dassroom is suc- 
cessful in teaching a for- 
ei^ language, it would be 
ev«i more successful in 
teaching beginners to read 
their awn language.

Thanks to the new elec- 
tronic system^ which has 
been welded on to the oAA 
phonetic npiethod (once 
again in favor in many 
schod systems), the teach- 
er is froed from the neces- 
sity oi reading the lesson 
aloud. It enables her to 
rove the room, giving in- 
dividual attention to those 
oi her pupUs who need it. 

THE DEVELOPER oi the 
new method is Dr. 
Helen Burke, Director of 
the Reading Clinic in Palo 
Alto, California, and a 
consultant to the nearby 
Redwood City school sys- 
tem. Dr. Burke designed 
her program for electronic 
equipment that could be 
adapted to the needs of 
the elementary grades. The 
program is unique in that 
it divorces phonetics from 
the direct teaching of read- 
ing and instead combines 
it with the teaching of 
writing, spelling, and oral- 
language skills. The first- 
graders of Mrs. Anne Lou- 
shin's dass at the Benja- 
min Franklin Elementary 
School pioneered the new 
pn^ram.

ceiving positions and a 
standard (^^ - dictating 
machine. Fifteen -minute 
lessons were prepared by 
Dr. Burke on red {dastk; 
bdts and were placed in 
tltt machine. Pupils receive 
the lessons through their 
individual headsets-They're 
ai(ted by a, specially devel- 
oped instruction book, 
"Phono-Phonic Fun," to 
* see what they hear. 

The first part of the 
school year is devoted to 
the mastery of consonant 
sounds; from November to 
June vowel sounds — 19 in 
all — are taught with em- 
phasis on the mastery ol 
long and short vowel 
sounds in words that range 
in difficulty up to those 
usually taught in the third 
grade. Last May, during 
the first year the program

And 
they didn't even stumUe 
over barbecue, porcupine, 
decorate, cucumbers, daf- 
todils, microphone, and 
astronaut. 

"A child learns to un- 
lock unknown words quick- 
ly," says Mrs. Loushin in 
sizing up the merits of the 
new system. And Dr. 
Burke adds, with satisfac- 
tion: "The real benefits 
became apparent as time 
passed. The pupils showed 
spectacular gains in their 
ability to sound out, write, 
spell, and use words in sen- 
tences. The time fonmeriy 
devoted to the teaching of 
spelling and writing was 
gready reduced."

tiofis are expensive, but he ha|^y 
admits that after-dark charm can 
be given a small garden by any 
homeowner for less than $S0. 

"It just takes a little imagination 
and experimenting with the selec- 
tion ami plac^nent ci t)|e lights," 
he says. **But a few basic rules 
should be observed" : 

Make the lighting secondary to 
the garden. In other words, feature 
the things you are lighting, not the 
lights themselves. To do this, av(Md 
using lights of too great intensity 
(ISO-watt bulbs are about as large 
as you need, and. in many cases 
smdler ones are better.) Conceal 
the bulbs so that you cannot see 
their direct glare. You can hide 
them in shrubs and trees, shield 
them with ornamental fixtures or 
simple reflector hoods much like 
those used in j^tography. 

You can even use househtrid 
bulbs in ordinary weatherproof 
sockets and put them in tin cans or 
flowerpots to create an invisible^ 
source of I^t. 

Sthk mainly to white light. It 
tmngs out nature's colors best Un- 
less used expertly, odored light 
does weird things to flowen and 
foliage, produces a camivallike 
atmosphere. 



Ugia the garden more or less 
eveniy from above. This creates a 
more natur^ restfiil ^fect than if 
the lighte are focused on scattered 
plurts and too many dt than are 
aimed upward from the ground. 
Hacing the Hghts high in Xxta and 
on the house also attracts the bugs 
away from peofde sitting on the 
terrace. 

A v<M monotony. Lighting evtry-v 
thing head-<xi i»oduces a dull, flanr 
picture. Silhouetting {dants that 
have interesting, open structures 
adds vanety. 

Flay safe with the wiring. Use 
only weatherproof wire, outlets, 
switches, and fixtures. Don't install 
the wiring when the ground is 
damp; and even when it isn't, turn 
off the ekctridty for good measure. 

No ONE in the electrical industry 
or out is making firm predic- 
tixms about how far we shaU go in 
illuminating our enormous land- 
scape. But the ccmsensus of those 
most directly involved is that what 
we have done so far is only a good 
be^ning. 

One final word. Wl^n you dis- 
cover how easy it is to ntend your 
enjoyment of nature's beauty long 
after sunset, don't, in your en- 
thusiasm, forget that the house 
next door will have a diflferent view 
<A your grounds. Be sure your 
lights dcm't idiine in your neigh- 
bor's wiiMlows.

The greatest, single historical e^nt in the Christian world 
was not the birth of Jesus, or even His life or crucifixion, but His 
resurrection.

Noisy But Successful Event

VIRGINIA BEACH — The fifth grade at Friends School 
soupded more like a (factory than a classroom Friday with bells 
ringing, fans whirring and radios blaring. 

But it was all right with teacher Joyce Logic. The school's 
annual Science Fair was underway and most of the noise was 
attributed to the electrical ex- 



hibits. 

The fair is one of the high- 
lights of the year. Parents are 
invited in, from 1 to 2 p.m., to 
view the science projects and 
the children are given an op- 
portunity to explain their work. 
About 40 fourth through 7th 
grade students entered over 50 
exhibits this year. Each young- 
ster selected his own subject, 
usually chosen from topics cov- 
ered in the classroom work. 

One of the most outstand- 
ing entries was a large, exten- 
sive exhibit on the human 
anatomy by 5th grader Charles 
Doughtie Sewell. Spread out 
on a big^able were models of, 
tiMusltull, knee, bones ^ and 
Omar pam of the body and a 
neat, complete pamphlet ex- 
plaining the functions of the 
various parts. 

"This is more than < just an 
exhibit," Charles explained. "It's 
my hobby. I want to be a doc- 
tor and I've been collecting this 
stuff for about three years." 

Most of the activity in the 
room came from the electrical 
display of Lee Tolson. Lights 
were blinking and batteries 
w^e fast at work operating an 
open fan and exposed radio set. 
The exhibit had its hazards 
despite its effectiveness. "I've 
already been shocked once to- 
day on this thing," Lee said. 
Keep Away! 
Lee didn't have to worry 
about inquisitive little hands 
upsetting his exhibit but Bob 
Brooke wasn't quite as sure 
about his display of model air- 
planes. He warned viewers with 
a sign stating "Do Not Touch— 
or Else." 

Things were quieter in the 
4th grade room where a bird 
calendar by Eileen Davis ex- 
plained the various types of 
birds, their bills, feathers, mi- 
gration and other information. 
There was also an array of plant 
life, shells, terrariums and other 
projects. 

The 6th and 7th grade pro- 
jects were on view in Teacher 
Ruth Halko's room and the sub- 
jects covered everything from 
foods and chemicals to flowers 
and birds. 

The entire 6th grade worked 
on birdlife planted flower seeds 
to watch them grow and made 
booklets on nutrition. 

Georgia McQuilkin dis- 
played a food testing project 
in which she showed how to 
determine whether or not 
certain foods contain fats or 
starch and George Davis 111 
explained the operation of the 
microscope. 

Caroline Newnam worked on 
chemical reactions and process- 
ing. Stephany Smith exhibited 
a terrarium explaining the hi- 
bernation of certain animals, 
Jane Waller and Maro Abbott 
showed living plants in a ter- 
rarium and Joann Maher made 
a chart showing the different 
types of clouds. 

Steven Eng took a flask of 
lukewarm water, added yeast 
and sugar and demonstrated 
how the yeast, as it starts to 
multiply, creates carbon di<»ide 
which inflate a baUcwn. 



It was an informative and in- 
teresting fair and once again 
proves how much youngsters 
can add to classroom subjects if 
given an opportunity to express 
themselves with their own ideas 
and creative ability.

Cancer Battle 



More Funds Join Fight 



The American Cancer So- 
ciety, in its annual report is- 
sued recently declared that in 
1961 more funds than ever be- 
fore had been contributed — 
$36,942,955 in gifts and lega- 
cies. 

Highlights in the Society's re- 
port were: 

The death rate from uterine 
cancer has hit a new low of 1S.3 
per , 100,000 women— half of 
what it was 25 years ago when 
it was the tleadlng cause of 
death among women from can- 
cer. 

The over-all cure rate from 
cancer is up; with drugs, sur- 
gery and radiation, one out of 
three is now being cured. 
Twenty-five years ago it was 
one of seven. 

Intensified research in 
chemotherapy, viru^s and im- 
munology offers hope of new 
cures and possible immuniza- 
tion. 

Affiliation of the Eleanor 
Roosevelt Cancer Foundation 
with the American Cancer So- 
ciety in September added new 
dimensions to the Society's pro- 
grams: 1. financing physical 
facilities for cancer research in 
this country, and 2. providing 
cancer research fellowships out- 
side this country in cooperation 
with the International Union 
Against Cancer. 

According to a govemipent 
scientist, the U.S. is two decades 
ahead of the rest of the world 
in virus studies and may be the 
first to confirm the growing be- 
lief that viruses cause some hu- 
man cancers. 

Unless new progress is made 
total deaths from cancer during 
the 1960's wUl probably be 
about 3,000,000 in the U.S. 

In the field of research, the 
report saj^, the Society, in 1961 
supported more than 1,000 ex- 
perienced investigators and 
thousands „ofva««istaiit&. techni- 
crans and trainees. Some of the 
speciflc afear in which the scien- 
tists are engaged are; 61 work- 
ing on leukemia, 35 on virology, 



munology, 63 on chemotherapy, 
28 on lung cancer, 59 on new 
and improved methods of diag- 
nosis, 18 on breast cancer, and 
19 on uterine cancer. 

The cytological test — study 
of eells cast off in body fluids — 
developed by Dr. George N. 
Papanic^ou an d improved 
methods of treatment are 
credited for much of the drop 
in the death rate from uteruie 
cancer. Also responsible for the 
striking decrease in the death 
rate is the fact that more and 
more women are having regular 
health checkups, including the 
"Pap" smear test for uterine 
cancer. In 1961, the Society, in 
cooperation with the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs, 
launched a ""Conquer Uterine 
Cancer" campaign which seeks 
virtually to eliminate uterine 
cancer as a cause of death. The 
disease iibv> takes 14,000 lives 
annually. 

Also, In 1961, the Society 
launched a public and profes- 
sional educational campaign to 
drastically reduce the death 
rate from cancer of the colon 
and rectum. A regular checkup, 
including a proctoscopic exam- 
ination, could dramatically re- 
duce the number of deaths from 
this disease which now strijkes 
70,000 each year causing mdre 
deaths— nearly 40,000 — tha\ 
any other cancer. v, )

Most of the current constmc- 
tion is on the interstate system, 
where 227 miles of new road 
and 220 bridges an; being built 
at a cost of nearly 134 million 
dollars. 

Construction on the primary 
system will total about 30 mil- 
lion dollars. Federal -aid pro- 
jects on secondary roada- will 
total nearly 9 million dollars, 
and federal-aid urban projects 
will come to more than 8 million 
dollars. 

The largest volume of work 
($59,500,000) is under way in the 
Culpeper District, where work 
continues on Interstate 66 in 
Fauquier County, the Capital 
Beltway (Interstate 495), and In- 
terstate 95 south of the Shirley 
Highway. The Bristol District, 
where work continues on sec- 
tions of Interstate 81, is next in 
volume with work amounting to 
$29,100,000. 

The Fredericksburg, Salem, 
and Richmond Districts each 
have about $21,500,000 in pro- 
jects under way> The Suffolk 
and Staunton Districts have 
about $10,500,000 worth of 
work, and the Lynchburg Dis- 
trict, which has no interstate 
construction, has work amount- 
ing to about 6,700,000. 

April is also the month for 
starting bituminous resurfacing 
of worn highways and remaking 
pavement lines. Heavy - duty 
asphalt will put new riding sur- 
faces on 475 miles of heavily 
traveled primary and secondary 
roads, and regular bituminous 
surfacing will be applied to 
nearly 4,000 miles of«the more 
lightly traveled, hard-surfaced 
roads throughout the state. 

About 7,000 miles of primary 
roads will receive new painted 
lines. This year, for the first 
time, barrier lines will be 
painted yellow in accordance 
with standards set forth by the 
American Association of State 
Highway Officials. Dash & edge 
lines will continue to be painted 
white.

NEWS FOR 
VETERANS 

.Although most students en- 
rolled under the War Orphans 
Educational Assistance program 
are pursuing college studies, eli- 
gible children may also take 
training in business and voca- 
tional schools. 

Students who have finished 
hi^ school, including students 
who drop out of school when 
they pass the age of compulsory 
attendance, may enroll for busi- 
ness or vocational schools ap- 
proved by the State Board of 
Education. 

Eligible students are those 
generally between the ages of 
18 and 23 whose veteran parent, 
died of injury or disability in- 
curred in wartime service, or in 
some cases of extra-hazardous 
peacetime service. The other 
parent may still be alive. These 
students may receive as much 
$11.00 a month for as many as 
36 months when pursuing fulll 
time approved courses. 

All children entitled must go 
through a course of advisement 
by Veterans Administration edu- 
cation and vocational counselors. 
For those children not going to 
college Virginia has several voc- 
ational schools, and there are 
also several business schools as 
well as hopitals offering nurses 
training.

Petal Fall Spray for Peaches 

Now is the time to apply this 
important spray for the control 
of certain insects and diseases 
of peaches. 

Apply the spray when half of 
the petals have fallen. The ma- 
terials to use per 100 gallons of 
spray are: 1.5 pounds of 15 per- 
cent Parathion, plus .3 lb. of 
50 percent Dieldrin, plus either 
.5 lb. of pichlone, and 3 lbs. 
dry wettable sulphur, or 2 lbs. 
of Captan or 5 lbs. dry wettable 
sulphur. 

If this combination is too 
complicated for the small home- 
owner, we would suggest that 
you use the all-purpose spray 
which is available from most 
hardware stores and chemical 
dealers.

Fresh 
cherries were a wicked ejrtrava- 
gance. They came up, ripe and 
red as rubies, fron tti Mntish 
orchards — by ^p a^; th« 
Thames — to Covent (Mt^te». 
He!% in the dlwn ttgin tti^ 
were spilled into co^rmonger's 
barrows — along with oranges 
from Lisbon, China limes, lem- 
ons fron the ^wt Indies •»• 
and were critd ill the diijr 
through the stt«ets of Lond<^ 
thus: 

"Cherrte-Ripe. Cherrie-Rt^e 
Ripe, I cry. Full and faire wies; 
come and|buy." 

On Good Friday morning only, 
the cherries were casdi^d or 
glaceed — to be bakf d Into Hot 
Cross Buns and hawked about 
the streets, still warm from the 
oven. Of all the famous buiis 
and small cakes pf England, tl^ 
Hot Cross Bun is the mcKst ^anift- 
iar and the moiA duraMe. CroiB 
bread is very old and, being old, 
is full of pagan symbolism. To 
the pegam woHd the citws indic- 
ated the foirt- quarto's M the 
moon and the bread was sacred 
to the gods of the aiKient Aztecs 
and Incazs and to tte moon god- 
dess of the Egyptians. The sen- 
sible Greeks and Romans, tee- 
ing that their ^ds were so fond 
of it, started eating it themsel- 
ves. In England, the early Chris- 
tian church adopted across 
bread from the o|d Saxen rites- 
made it respectable and tradi- 
tional as a breakfast bun for 
Good Friday. By 1733, "Hot 
Cross Buns" had become a street 
cry in England and the incpira- 
tion for a folk chant that every 
child know — "Hot Cross Buns, 
Hot Cross Buns; one-a-penny, 
two-a-penny, Hot Cross Buns." 

In America, it is cu^mary 
to eat Hot Cross Buns thrmigh- 
out the forty days of Lent ftnd 
they are a famtUar sight In our 
neighborhood baskeries. But how 
delectable they are when ft^shly 
made at home, and hov rimple 
they are to make. Our recipe 
uses hot roll mix which elimin- 
ates much of the work, but none 
of the flavor or the foie yeasty 
smell. Each bun is cranMsed fuU 
with red and gre«i btts «< i^rce 
cherries and bears a brave, 
bright whole maraschino cherry. 

Our second recipe is. fer B^h 
worth Jumbles. Th« old tale has 
it that the recipe for the jumMfs 
was dropped on BMwolth field 
by Richard of Gloucester's but- 
ter-fingered cook — that it was 
snatched up by young Henry 
Richmond, first of Uie Tudors, 
at about the time poor King 
Richard was vainly bartering his 
kingdom for a horse! Dropping 
the jumbles themselves might 
have provided a devastating de- 
ing a c t i ji and changed the 
course of history — as it is plain- 
ly impossitrie to eat, fight and 
run at the same time. Try ^am 
yourself and see if you can stop 
eating them.

Palm Trees, Roads 
jMMeii of Soaril 

Princess ANTKI; — The question of who will care for the 
deUcate palm trees at the entrance to Malibu and the possibility 
of barring automobiles from the county beaches were the two 
main factors discussed at Monday's meeting of the Board of 
Supervisors. 



The tropical plams must be 
wrapped in plasUc each winter. 
When thedeveloper sells off the 
houses and moves elsewhere, 
who will care for the trees. Bay- 
side Supervisors Carroll G. 
C)ough asked the group. 

The superviKirs didn't know. 
But they indicated the county 
would not be responsible. 

In order to save tho duno 
linos damogod In tho March 
7 Morm, tho Board of Supor- 
vlsors are considering or- 
dlnan^ to bar automobiles 
from tho boachos and make it 
lllogal to disturb plants or 
dirubbory along tho dunos. 
lliey are also considering a 
plan to maintain growth on the 
dunes, such as grass, vines and 
shrubbery, to help catch blown 
sand to aid the rebuilding of the 
dunes. 

Developers were urged to 
complete before Jan. 1 subdivi- 
^on roads already approved for 
construction by the county, so 
the roads can be taken into the 
state system. After the first of 
the year, when Princess Anne 
County and Va. Beach merge 
as a city, the state will accept 
only stilts and roads with a 
right-of-way width of 50 feet 
and a paving width of 30 feet. 

T. Mason Gamage, director of 
l^anning, urged supervisors to 
consider a development plan 
for the new city, of Virginia 
Beach which would be. geared 
to high density communities 
around a core of utilities, thus 
eliminating. a degree of "urban 
sprawl." 

This is the method generally 
followed in present-day Princess 
Anne planning. The supervisors 
took the suggestion under ad- 
visement. The plan, as outlined 
^ Gamage, would mean a strict 
control of land development in 
any future land use plans. 

A request by Princess Anne 
County that the State Highway 
I^pairtment do something to 
solve the drainage pVoblem 
ateng Virginia Beach Boulevard 
has been deferred by the state. 
Hie boaiti was told that no 
state funds are available for this 
purpoi^. A delay was suggested 
until aftor tiie mw C^ of Vir- 
^a Beach is (^eatod. Lynn- 



haven Supervisor James Darden 
said he will request a meeting 
with state highway commission- 
ers to see if the matter can be 
expedited. ^

Money Key Success 
Factor for Schools 
In Athletic Field

College football tod^v is big 
business and no one knows this 
more than the coaches who are 
fired each year by schools with 
strong alumni groups. Money is 
the key to suc- 
cess and with- 
out it a good 
solid athletic 
|>rogram on a 
big time levd 
is doomed. 
Schedules are 
made up as 
many as 5 or 6 
years in ad- 
vance and un- -bvamt 
leK schools artf bktant 
going to maintain a uniform 
program they cannot hope to 
offer the public an attractive 
game week in and week out. 
William and Mary it a 
shining axampla of a school 
not boing uniform through 
tho yoar. The WAM football 
schodulo has boon made for 
sivoral yaars tfnd thoy mutt 
play thoso games without the 
manpo¥ifor to comfMto equal- 
ly. Why? The reason it tim- 
plo, each yoar W&M bringt 
In 12 or 13 tcholarship athletat 
in comparison to tho tchoolt 
on hor schodulo like Army, 
Navy, Tulano^ Richmond, and 
Florida State w^o bring in 4. 
or 5 times that number. 
By reason of sheer numbers 
W&M is at a distinct man- 
power disadvantage. Recruiting 
is also made difficult by the 
fact ttitt ho good high school 
athlete wants to play on a losing 
team, especially if he is good 
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and one of the stronger colleges 
is interested in him. 

The result: W&M must go 
after the secona rate high school 
athlete instead of the so-called 
"blue chip" boys. In order to 
get the blue chip athlete a 
school has to sell the boy on its 
cirriculum, athletic physical 
"plant, schedule, won and loss 
record, and his place in their 
future plans. When the only 
thing a school can offer is a 
good academic program and a 
beating every Saturday,' it is 
often difficult to convince a boy 
the school is the best. 

I am quick to agree that 
fame on an athletic field it 
tacondary to an education, 
but I mutt admit it all enters 
in to the final choice of the 
young well-trained athlete. 
In 1948, 1949 and 1950, Vir- 
ginia Tech won only one ball 
game in three years and the 
school was in a sad state men- 
tally and athleticly. The coach 
resigned under pressure and a 
decision had to be made as to 
which way they were going to 
go. They decided to a)ntinue to 
play a representative schedule 
and eventually go big time. 

Frank Mosely was brought in 
as head coach and athletic di- 
rector and today the school is 
striving to field the best possible 
team it can within its budget 
and at the same time lower its 
entrance requirements or aca- 
demic standard. The theory is 
that fans will pay to see a good 
team and fans help buy scholar- 
ships. Without a good team 
there are no fans, and without 
fans no money, no money, no 
athletes — and without athletes 
the school loses. 

Three years ago Virginia 
produced one of the finatt 
liigh tchool athletat and 
tcholart in the states hittory. 
Tom Windinger was all-state 
football and state 100-yard 
dash champion. He graduated 
tops in his clatt and attained 
the highest entrance exams

New Highland Links 
Conversion June 1

PRINCESS ANNE — Tha second public golf course in the 
new City of Virginia Beach will come into being when Highland 
Links Country Club completes its conversion from a Speed Links 
to a regular course sometime around June 1. / 

The course actually opened last summer but golfers didn't 
care too much for the idea of 



hitting two balls off the tee, 
which is the way a Speed links 
operates. So the first of January 
the club starting converting it 
to a regular 9-hole course. 

There are six holes already 
completed and the other three 
should be finished by June I. 

The course covers 44 acres of 
a beautifully landscaped area 
with 18 man-made lakes, four of 
which are in play. 

Swimming in the lakes are a 
number of wild ducks who ar6 
already so accustomed to golfers 
that they will huddle in a group 
and stand patiently beside a 
fairway until the players have 
passed, then proceed unalarmed 
to the next lake. 

Golfers find that Highland 
•Links offers a variety of in- 
teresting and challenging 
holes. It is designed for the 
average golfer rather than the 
expert and the long drivers 
often find themselves In 
trouble— either in a sand trap 
or a lake — since the hanards 
are usually located about MO- 
250 yards off the tee. 
Of the nine holes, two are 
par 5, three are par 3 and four 
are par 4, totaling 2,960 yards. 

A brief description of these 
holes includes: 

• No. 1 — a par 5; 478 yards, 
narrow fairway requiring three 
straight shots with two sand 
traps guarding the green. 

• No. 2 — a short par 3; 135 
yards, with a green bordered by

A. Barnes is the golf pro, 
Marvin Taylor Jr., is his as- 
sistant and Mrs. Barnes takes 
care of the snack bar. 
The club not only offers a 
top notch golf course but also 
has a practice fairway for short 
irons and 1,130 square feet in a 
putting green. The clubhouse 
provides the pro shop, snack 
bar, lounge, game room and 
locker room. 

Future plans for this out- 
standing facility call for an up- 
stairs on the clubhouse to house 
a dining room and bar and a 
ladies locker room.

She also helps the wives or- 
ganize women's clubs so that 
they will create an interest in 
their new surroundings and get 
to know other women. Although 
most of the African men wear 
western clothes, the women con- 
tinue to wear their tribual dress 
of long cotton toga-Uke gar- 
ments, she said.

Oc- 
tober is known as the ^suicide 
month" because it precedes the 
rainy season and is extremely 
uncomfortable.

KNOW YOUR FABRICS 

Just as an architect designs 
a house with his building mater- 
ial in mind, so too, do dress 
designers envision certain mat- 
erials for each style they design. 
To assure satisfactory results 
you must choose a fabric suited 
to the pattern you select. To 
make this easy for you, most 
pAtem companies list suitable 
fabrics on the back of each pat- 
tern envelope. Unl^s you ha^ 
a great deal of experience with 
fabric, and its prop^ties, you 
«^uld be wise to confine your 
choice to those listed on your 
envelope. Watch al»> for aay 
warnings, indicating that certain 
styles are most suitable for 
stripes, plaids, nap fabrics, or 
diagonal designs. 

After choice of fabric, the 
next m»Bt important thing is the 
way it is handled. For instance, 
you may choose a design well 
suited to corduroy, purchase the 
fabric, but if you are not aware 
that corduroy is a nap fabric, 
and must be handled in a speci- 
fic way, your garment will not 
be a success. 

Certain fabrics, such as strip- 
es, plaids, velvets and corduroys 
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BOMpt 
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do need special handling, and if 
you are just starting to sew, 
it's smart to begin with easy-to- 
^w, firmly woven fabrics, either 
in solid colors or small all-over 
prints. Later on, you, can pro- 
gress to the more difficult ones. 
Needless to say, you want 
your garment to flatter you, and 
to maintain its good looks. A 
knowledge of fabric type, fabric 
content, and the properties of 
various natural and synthetic 
fibers will enable you to choose 
your material with confidence, 
and enjoy the results of your 
efforts. 

Consider your own figure 
when you select your fabric. The 
correct fabric can flatter you as 
effectively as the correct style, 
for it can make you appear 
shorter or taller, slimmer or ful- 
ler. Pick wisely. 

Check the label for informa- 
tion concerning content, wash- 
ability and resistance to creas- 
ing. Follow washing or dry clean- 
ing instructions carefully. 

Most of today's fabrics are 
ready for the needle immediate- 
ly. If the cloth is of inferior 
quality, it may need to be 
shrunk. If wool, sponge it; if 
cotton, wash it. .Don't waste your 
energy on a fabric of poor quali- 
ty - not only is it difficult to 
work with, but it will not show 
off the design to good advant- 
age. 

Check the label for color fast- 
ness of all fabrics. Viscose and 
acetate fibers now are given a 
solution dye to insure complete, 
permanent color fasteness. 

More fabrics are washable to- 
day than ever before. Cottons, 
some synthetics and even some 
woolens with a special finish 
may be hand or machine wash- 
ed. Again, check the label for 
this information. If you still are 
not sure, test a small sample 
of the cloth by cutting a small 
square and drawing around it 
on a paper; after it is washed 
and pressed, check with the ori- 
ginal outline to see if it has 
shrunk.

If your fabric is wrinkled or 
creased from being folded in 
the bolt, press carefully on the 
wrong side. 

You may have to straighten 
uneven ends. Draw a cross-wise 
thread,; then cut along this 
thread. If fabric can be torn, 
cut through selvage (the woven 
edge of the fabric) and tear 
across width. If selvage pulls 
tightly, clip slightly about every 
six inches. 

Occasionally, during the pro- 
cess of manufacture, fabrics with 
crosswise threads become pulled 
diagonally. To straighten, pull 
fabric diagonally in the opposite 
direction till crosswise threads 
are straight and squared with 
selvage and even with edges of 
cutting table.

The w)rd "after" has led 
many people to have gnat bo[^ 
and plans for the future only to 
find disappointment.

School Engineer 
Gives Views on 
Future Designs 
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PRINCESS ANNE . — The 
schools of tomorrow will prob- 
ably have deep carpeting to re- 
place the terraza and tile floor- 
ing and have air conditioning 
throughout, according to County 
Engineer Ernie Stone. 

CarpfBting, Stone said, will 
not only add beauty and luxury 
but, more important, be easier 
to maintain and will help keep 
the classrooms quieter. 

Now under construction by 
ttie Princess Anne County 
School Board is a type of car- 
peting that has the pile impreg,- 
nated in a foam rubber mat 
about an inch thick. It will take 
a great deal of wear but when 
heavily used spots, such as door- 
ways and teaching stations, be- 
coihe worn the carpeting can' be 
removed and replaced with 
patches that will blend in within 
a few weeks. 

Take LiHl* Car* 

Classroom maintenance will 
be kept at a minimum with such 
flooring, he said. They can l» 
vacuumed in much less time 
than the present floors are 
scrubbed and waxed and will 
not show the scuff marks from 
the multitude of little shoes. 
The carpets will require a thor- 
ough cleaning only twice a year 
and will have a life expectance 
of about 10 years. 

lliough the initial cost of in- 
stallation will be more than the 
tile or other flooring, carpeting 
will ■ pay for itself in mainten- 
ance and wear, Stone said. It 
will also be valuable from the 
psychological standpoint, sinc& 
^^ ^hUdren become quieter and 
-■^pwre on*eiy in a carpeted 
room. 

Air conditioning will .k««p 
th« schoolt ebaiMf and quiet- 
er by cutting out mett out- 



side nolMfl such at traffic 
and sonic booms from over- 
head lets. ChiMrmi will not bo 
•s resf^t end unattwiMvo 
during warmer mmiths if tho 
classrooms are k«pt at a cool* 
•r temperature. 
Colors are used liberally in 
the schools today but will be 
used more lavishly in the future 
and there will be more of an 
influx of natural woods. 

Several changes may be seen 
in kitchen equipment. .This 
equipment now costs about 
$15,000 per school but may 
jump to S25,00d when such 
things as electronic ovens and 
other modem conveniences are 
installed. 

ID-Second Lundies 
But the cost will be nominal 
when compared to the time it 
will save in food preparation. 
The electronic ovens, for in- 
stance, will provide liot meals 
in 10 seconds from frozen foods 
prepared in advance. 

The School Board is seriously 
considering the possibility of 
frozen meals in their schools of 
tomorrow. Some come packaged 
in plastic containers and may 
l)e dropped in boiling water, as 
is, to produce deliciously attrac- 
tive, steaming hot meals. 

Before such methods can be 
used in schools, however, freez- 
ers must be installed and more 
loading space for the food truck 
made available.

VIRGINIA BEACH— Virginia BeaCh has a group of experi- 
enced fossil hunters. * , 

Their finding: shells, vertebrae, coral, sponges, barnacles 
and other fossils from the Miocene Period. (That's 20 jnillion 
years ago.) 

Their ages: 12 and 13 years 
old. 

Who are they: The eighth 
graders at Country Day School. 

Mrs. H. Gray Parker, the sci- 
ence teacher, is enthusiastic 
about shells and fossils. She is 
a member of the Fossil Club of 
Hampton. This~ entitles her to 
dig in the Rice Pit there. (The 
pit is named after a Mr. Rice 
who owns the land. Findings in 
the pit have been established by 
the Smithsonian Institute as be- 
longing to the Miocene Age.) 

Last week Mrs. Parker, three 
other adults and the seventeen 
eighth graders spent the day 
digging at the pit. 

They were thrilled and over- 
whelmed with their findings, 
which included many rare spe- 
cies. 

It had rained the day before 
their trip. This made for good 
digging — but muddy eighth 
gradere. 

In fact the mud was the fea- 
ture of the outing that everyone 
wanted to talk about — Nancy 
Strassberg left a boot in the 
mud, and it took three girls to 
pull Dawn Burton out. 

At noon they found a clean 
mud-hole, washed up, and had 
lunch. 

Back home they scrubbed 
their findings (and themselves) 
and then put the fossils on dis- 
play for the whole school to 
see. 

And they prepared a program 
to explain about fossils to the 
lower . school (6th and 7th 
grades). 

They showed off their speci- 
mens — a petrified crab claw, 
ancient scallops, oysters, olive 
shells, "Chinese hats", and 
many others — and they com- 
pared them with modern shells. 
Karen Masterson was inspired 
to wax poetic (with help from 
Longfellow):

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — Total 
posted awards for the May 
Speed Festival at Charlotte 
Motor Speedway this year will 
be in excess of $110,000. 

Climaxing the Festival will be 
the annual World 600 late mod- 
el auto race on Sunday, May 27, 
The "600" is the longest and 
richest race of its kind in the 
world.

We have been getting a lot 
of questions concerning how to 
cpntrol weeds chemically on 
soybeans, and I thought today 
we would just chat about some 
of tiK materials that are' avail- 
able and the approximate cost 
per acre and the kind of job 
that they will do. 

Dow Pnam^ 

Dow Premerge of Sinox P.E. 
at 2 gallons or 6 lbs. per acre 
h^s been suggested for several 
years *and used by farmers 
more than any other chemical 
for effective weed control on" 
soybeans. The effectiveness of 
this material applied immediate- 
ly after planting of soybeans has 
depewlwl largely on soil mois- 
ture and ti^perature condi- 
tions. If these conditions were 
ideal for rapid weed germina- 
tion, very effective weed control 
resulted. Incidentially, the post 
of this material is about $10.90 
per acre. 

Alanap-3 

Alanap-3 at 4 lbs. per acre has 
been used in Virginia for sev- 
eral years. It must be applied 
only immediately after planting 
and on moist soil for adequate 
weed control to result. Weed 
control by Alanap" has been 
comparable to the results from 
the use of Dow Premerge. How- 
ever, occasionally temporary 
stunting of soybeans has oc- 
curred. This stunting is usually 
associated with rainfall moving 
the chemical down to the de- 
veloping root system. The cost 
of this material at the rate of 
4 lbs. per acre wfll run around

This material has been tested 
in Virginia for 2 years with 
Mtisfactory results. Recently the 
Pure Food and Drug Administra- 
tion cleared it for use on soy- 
beans that are to be consumed, 
processed or used for seed. This 
is a pve-emergence material to 
be used at the rate of 3 Ib^. per 
acre. It has givep excellent con- 
trol of a wide range of weeds. 
The cost at 3 lbs. per acre is 
expected to be about $15. 

A number of farmers in Prin- 
cess Anne have used from V4 
to % lb. of 2, 4-D per acre with 
acceptable results. Applications 
are usually made just before 
soybeans start to crack the soil 
Mirface. This treatment cannot 
be recommended however, be- 
cause 2, 4-D might eliminate the 
stand of soybeans completely. I 
have seen several situations of 
soybeans sprayed with 2, 4-D. 
One situation would give very 
acceptable results and the other 
uranld eliminate the soybeans 
entirely. In both cases, the same 
material was used at the same 
rate, under what we would con- 
sider the same moisture condi- 
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lions on the same soil type. One |

on soybeans. 



WATCH OUT 

Now is the time to start loolc- 
ing for insects, especially for 
any worms on pastures and 
small grain. This dreaded insect 
does not need a "welcome" sign 
tacked on a post in order to 
enter a field. Army worms can 
caute considerable damage over 
night. Therefore, farmers are 
advised to be especially alert 
for any advances of tliis insect. 
Upon first notice of any kind of 
insect in your pastures or small 
gram, please notify this office 
at once. Recommendations must 
be made on the basis of an in- 
dividual situation, and therefore, 
I certainly do not want to make 
a broad, general recommenda- 
tion at this time. The effect of 
animals or the effect upon the 
seed in the case of small grain 
is the one thing that we must 
be concerned with.
